Tvrln-englne Jet planes hava heen oheerved to take off and land at the air- 
field In 1953-1954, hut only very ocoasionally. No Jet planes have heen 
ohserved parked at the airfield, 

Twln plston-motor transport planes fly oontinually from this airfield day 
and nlght. These have heen ohserved parked In the area north of the con- 
trol hulldlngs, and the numher on the airfield is estlmated at 40 to 60. 
These twln-motor transport planes are used for parachute drops at drop 
zones northvest and southyest of Kaunas, and in the area around the vlllage 
of Laplal, 10-12 kilometers NNB of Kaunas.

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5- In the early suimner of 1953> four helicopters arrived at Aleksotas Airfleld, 
In July all four crashed after loslng their tail propellers in flight - 
tvo in the area south of Kaunas. Thereafter no helicopters vere seen at 
or over the airfield until March 195^^ when considerable helicopter activity 
started. During the summer of 195 ^> helicopter flying activity continued 
day and night vith helicopters taking off and landing at the airfield 
and wlth fligtits generally over Kaunas tpvards the north and fr om the air-
